Corporation to Use $1,000,000 of

NEW YORK, March 20.—The annual 
report of the United States Steel Co., 
frmade public today, shows that this giant 
corporation has had a most prosperous 
year. Its gross receipts for 1907 ap- 
proximated $757,014,768, as compared with 
$696,756,926 for 1906. 

The operating expenses for g1907 ~were 
$564,166,777, as compared with '$517,083,955 
for 1906, while the total balance for 1907 
was $192,847,991, while for 1906 it was 
$179,672,980. 

The surplus for the year 1907 was $15,- 
179,837, compared with $12,742,860 for 1906. 
The total surplus of the company, ac- 
cording~to the report at the end of 1997, 
was $69,736,491, while at the end of 1906 it 
was but $57,055,664. 

Referring to the current business the 
company says that the. bookings for 
January were 25 per cent better than 
December and for February 25 per cent 
better than for January.

It provides that all ex+Presidents shall 
be made honorary life members of the 
Senate, with salaries of $25,000 a year. 
In this position they will not have a 
right to vote in the Senate, but will, 
Mr. Coudrey intends, act as advisers of 
the upper house. 7 
Mr. Coudrey introduced another bill 
providing that the Treasury Department 
purehase sites and erect fireproof post- 
offices in every county seat in the Unit- 
ed States, using funds .in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. Two other 
bills offered by him provide for the es- 
tablishment of a Bureau of Mines in 
the Department of the Interior, to study 
the prevention of mine accidents and re- 
quiring express companies to settle in 
90 days all claims for damages preferred 
by shippers.

ROME, March 2.—King Victor Em- 


manuel is animated by religious reasons 


in withholding his consent to the mar- 
riage of his cousin, the Duke of the 
Abruzzi, and Miss Katherine Elkins of 
Washington. That is to say, of course, 
that the King delays his official and 
necessary permission the wedding un- 
til Miss Elkins declarés ‘her willingness 
to accept the Roman Catholic faith. For 
these statements it is impossible to 
quote the absolute authority, but one 
hears much that may be the truer be- 
cause it is unofficial. 

Everybody acknowledged that’ the 
Duke is very much in love and every- 
body says that this young gentleman, 
who goes in search of the North Pole 
and who climbs equatorial mountains, 
will not now be frozen by his royal 
cousin’s frigidity, nor shrink from the 
obstacles the King throws in his way. 

Aristocrats Are Grieved. 

But the aristocrats regard the pro- 
posed marriage as grievous. They scoff 
at the suggestion that Senator Elkins 
will be ennobled. But they say: 

“If this United States Senator wants 
a dukedom here, he certainly has mon- 
ey enough to buy one—if he becomes 
naturalized as an Italian.’’ 

The American ambassadors of two

By the statutes of the House of Sa- 
voy, the King must not only give his 
consent, but also designate the place of 
the marriage of a member of the royal 
family, and the place must be in Italy.

“IT am in a position to state that, ex- 
cept for unforeseen circumstances, the 
Abruzzi-Elkins marriage will take place 
in a very short time, perhaps a few 
days. The Prince is anxious to cut 
short all gossip and silence speculation 
by an accomplished fact. 

“In their own right, the Duke of 
Abruzzi and his two brothers, the Duke 
of Acosta and the Count o. Turin, have 
an independent partimony coming from 
private possessions of the house of 
Savoy, amounting to 30,000,000 Hire or 
£1,200,000 ($6,000,00.) The family prop- 
erty consists of vast estates in Tuscany, 
the Lomellina and Piedmont and other 
lands in Belgium and Holland. 

Sees No Complications. 
“There has been some talk of a prob- 
able reunnciation on the part of the 
Duke of his eventual rights to succes- 
sion to the throne of Italy, but I can 
state that the King, having given his 
consent to the marriage, no complica- 
tions will arise, and Miss Eikins will be 
received at court as the Duchess of the 
Abruzzi. 
The Dally Chronicle's 
spondent telegraphs: 
“It is pointed out that the Duke's 
father, Amadeus of Aosta, married 
with the full consent of Victor Emanuel! 
II., the Duchess of Costera, who, 
though not of royal blood, eventually 
ascended the throne <«* §pain.

within. This is their only attendance.

#2eason  ~opens 
there will be not 

less than 386,000,000 
eggs on ice in St. 
Louis.

by the warehouse 
men and cashed 

by the banks will 
have a relatively 
lower value. 

In former years 
St. Louls bankers 
have negotiated 
eertificates on an 
average basis of 
about 12 cents a 
dozen.

Bankers Reduce Valuation. 
This year he will be able to borrow 
only $100, as several banks have already 
sent out notice that 10 cents a dozen 
will be the valuation.

veyor of customs in St. Louis, who is 


charged with embezzlement, waived pre- 


liminary hearing Ffiday before United 
States Commissioner Morsey, and fur- 
nished $10,000 bond, signed by Fred Es- 


sen, the St. Louis County politician, and 
Charles H. McKee, vice-president of the 
Globe Printing Co. 


The indictment charges Shriner with 


the embezzlement of $353.34, and with 
failure to deposit $2442 of Government 
funds intrusted to him. It is said that 
the latter sum was made good by 
Shriner Feb. 6, but that the former re- 


mains unpaid. 


’ Surveyor of Customs Gallenkamp says 


the investigation as to whether other 
discrepancies existed is still under way. 
The shortages are said to extend back 


to 1906. 

Shriner was arrested Thursday even- 
ing at his handsome home, 6470 Ply- 
mouth avenue, and accompanied Deputy 
Marshals Wiid and Williams to the 
Hotel Rozier, where Marshal 'Morsey 
lives, without telling his wife what had 
happened. After he reached the hotel 
he begged to be allowed to tell her in 
person instead of telephoning, and depu- 
ties returned with him to his home. He 
slept there, and the deputies spent the 
night across the hall. 

Friday morning was spent in Marshal 
Morsey's private office, and Mrs. Shriner 
joined her husband there. Mr. McKee 
appeared first, in response to a tele- 
phone message, and signed for his part 
of the bond. Essen did not appear un- 
til noon, and Shriner was then released. 

Shriner {s 41 years old. He was mar- 
ried in 19065. 

Shriner’s Friends Stanch. 


It is said at the Federal Building that 
Col. HR.

Louis tonight, agreed to sign Shriner's 
bond if necessary. Other political friends 
are understood to have notified Mr. 
Gallenkamp that if further shortage was

Mrs. W. K. James Wants to 
Organize Parents Among 
the City’s Poor. 








By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Missouri 
clubwomen will become volunteer of- 
ficers of the Juvenile courts in St. Louis 
and other large cities of the states. P 

Mothers’ clubs will be formed for 
women of poor families to meet with the 
teachers of their children under the di- 
rection of club women. 

Such will be the results in Missouri of 
the International Congress of Mothers, 
which closed its sessions in Washington 
Tuesday, if the plans of Mrs. W. K. 
James of St. Joseph, president of the 
Missouri Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
are carried out. By appointment of 
Gov. Folk, Mrs. James represented Mis- 
souri in the congress. 

‘There is no state branch of the 
Mothers’ Congress in Missourl,’’ said 
Mrs. James to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at the conclusion of the congress,. “but 
the «cederation of Women’s Clubs has 
been carrying on much of the Mothers’ 
Congress work in the State, and for the 
present we shall continue the work with- 
out organizing a congress. 

Believes Plan Will Succeed. 

“IT believe the plans of the congress 
can be put in effect through the Federa- 
tion without a new organization. I am 
going to try it thoroughly at any rate 
before proposing the formation of a con- 
gress. 

“The Missouri club women have been 
most interested in two kinds of work 
for children—the Juvenile courts and the 
mothers’ clubs in connection with the 
public schools. e 

‘IT have gained some valuable sugges- 
tions in these matters hene and shali try 
to put them to use as soon as I get 
home. 

“One of these is the co-operation of 
the women with the judges of the juve- 
nile courts. In Philadelphia the women 
formed a committee composed of two 
women from every church in the city, 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish. 

“Members of this committee make it 
a point to see every delinquent or neg- 
lected child before he or she is taken 
before the Juvenile Court and then they 
tell the Judge that if he wishes they 
will assist in watching over the child. 

“Of course, they do not attempt to 
suggest to the Judge what he shall do, 
but merely to let him know that they 
are ready to co-operate. 

“Then, if the child is released on good 
behavior, the clubwomen take an inter- 
est in him or her and see that he or she 
is cared for. In some cases they find 
a home for the child. In others they 
merely help it to be a good child and 
obey the directions of the Court. 

Too Much Work for Officials. 

“Without many probation officers it 
is impossible for the regular agents 
of the court to keep track of all the 
children that have come before it, and 
the women can help, thus becoming as 
it were volunteer probation officers. 

“TI think this is an excellent idea and 
I shall try to put it in effect at home. 

‘‘We have formed mothers’ clubs in 
many schools. They are _ successful 
among the women of education and 
some means, but we have had difficul- 
ty getting poor and uneducated mothers 
to take an interest In the scheme. 

“Mrs. Schoff, president of the Con- 
gress, suggested a solution of this dif- 
ficulty that» has worked well. Instead 
of the clubs in the poor districts of the 
cities meeting in the school buildings 
they meet in the home of one of the 
mothers. 

‘There the mothers feel at ease. Ih 
has been found that they will go gladly 
to a home when they would not go to 
the schools. 

“Women from the clubs of the well- 
to-do mothers attend these home meet- 
ings and explain the plans. The teach- 
‘ers also go and talk with the mothers 
about the children. Thus the teachers 
learn the home lives and the peculliar?- 
ties and the needs of their pupils and 
ean deal with them more intelligently. 

“The mothers at the same time have 
their interest in the teachers awak- 
ened and co-operation tn the interest 
of the children is increased. 


Physicians Invited, Too. 
“Physicians are invited to address the 


mothers, telling them how to care for 
their children, what to feed them, how 
to dress them and how to cure their 
little ailments. This makes for health 
pnd cleanliness. 

“I Want to try this plan in the Mis- 
souri cities and see if it won't solve 
our poor mothers’ problem.” 

Mrs. James has attended all the ses- 
sions of the congress and made a short 
address the opening night explaining 
low the Mi@souri club women had 
worked for child labor and juvenile 
court laws. She will visit In St. Leuls 
on her way home.

IOWA’S GRAND OLD MAN. 

When the Republicans of Iowa listened to the 
reading of a resolution eulogizing Senator Wil- 
liam B. Allison, several of them interrupted with 
ribald remarks bearing upgp the gentleman's 
age and supposed ‘nvalidism. 

Mr. Allison is nearly 80 years old and he has 
been a member of the United States Senate for 
35 years. His service has been not only of un- 
usual length but of ‘distinguished ability and 
usefulness. He has exhibited solid and painstak- 
ing rather than showy or sensational qualities. 
Many first-class men have labored with him in 
the Senate, and one of the distinctions which he 
enjoys is found in the fact that political friends 
and foes have always testified freely to his abil- 
ity, fairness and devotion. 

There ‘is not that veneration for age which 
once obtained in this country, and for some time 
past there has been an active movement in 
Iowa against Mr. Allison’s re-election. It has 
proceeded altogether on the theory that he is old 
and feeble, and, naturally enough, it has been 
brutal in the extreme. It has been pointed out 
that he probably would not survive his term and 
that, even if he did, he would be incapacitated. 

Of course, a campaign of this description could 
not have proceeded far without a leader, and one 
‘was found in the person of Gov. Cummins, who 
has not hesitated to offer his vigorous physique 
ge evidence of his superior claims to the posi- 
tion. The action of the convention in indorsing 
Mr. Allison ought to end the matter, but it may 
not. 

When our aspiring young politicians openly 
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NO PILLOW FIGHT WITH MONOPOLY. 

Competition in the matter of public grants and 
franchises of all kinds is a we to conjure 
with. 

A few years ago such a thing was unheard of. 
Grants of inestimable value were voted away or 
sold away by city councils without a thought of 
public compensation or regulation. If the men 
who, acting in an official capacity, were suffi- 
ciently remunerated the rest did not matter. 

We now have to deal in many places with mo- 
nopolies which were established in the first place 
in this devious fashion. Monopolies usually pos- 
sess a keen intelligence and when we find them 
or persons presumably acting in their interest 
calling lustily for competitive bidding there is 


reason to believe that there is an attempt on foot 


to deceive somebody. 

Before there can be competition, for example, in 
supplying gas or electricity for illuminating pur- 
poses there must be rival concerns and there 
can be no rivalry in a matter of that kind with- 
out franchises. Monopoly meets this situation 
very cleverly in its own estimation by insisting 
that if a new grant of any description is to be 
niade it also shall be offered to the highest bidder. 

That the principle is a correct one will be ad- 
mitted, but that it may be easily abused is clear. 
If a monopoly has practical control of a par- 
ticular field, politically, physically and industrial- 
ly, it will not be a difficult matter for it to ar- 
range the terms and conditions of competitive 
bidding in such a way as to shut out newcomers 
most effectively. 

We saw that here recently in the paving af- 
fair. It was shown not long ago in Chicago in 
steam fire engines, the specifications calling for 
a particular make. Every great city has had its 
experience with competitive bidding which, in 
point of fact, was no competitive bidding at all. 
There can be no competition where conditions 
are not equal. There can be no competition where 
there is no rivalry. In short, if we are to have 
competition we must have competitors. 

A company now proposes to pipe natural gas 
to St. Louis from Oklahoma. Immediately we 
are told that no grant of this privilege sliould be 
made without competitive bidding. Immediately

WOMEN’S CLUBS AND DEEP WATER.

Why Submerged? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One of the submerged’s letters in the Post-Dispatch 
of Tuesday is correct in one thing. It is hard for an 
empty sack to stand upright. But why empty? The 
papers lately have been full of the grumblings of the 
unemployed, of plans for their aid and appeals to the 
provident for help. Now let us consider the question 
just a moment. For the past 10 years the United 
States has been riding on the topmost wave of pros- 
perity. Not only could every able-bodied man work, 
but their pay was the largest that this or any coun- 
try has ever paid. The cry everywhere has been for 
more men. . Farmers of Kansas even tried to pull men 
off trains to help them: ignorant negroes of. the 
South paid $2 to $2.50 per day in lumber camps, and 
every line of skilled mechanics receiving more than 
ever before. Now if a man who has worked at good 
wages 10 years can't keep himself six months with- 
out work it looks very much as if he has wasted 
his money. The year before the World’s Fair I paid 
off about forty laborers every Saturday night at the 
rate of $2 per day. I saw these men all day long and 
I know for a fact that 30 cents per day went for beer 
and 6 cents for smoking and 5 cents for chewing to- 
bacco. They were Germans, and while the salary 
for men in some parts of Germany is only 12 cents 
per day, and women 8 cents, these men spent 40 cents 
per day for something they did not need. 4 have 
no objections to a man drinking all the beer he wants. 
but I do object to feeding that same man when ne is 
down and out. What did our submerged friend do 
with his earnings while holding those positions o! 
trust. and Instead of robbery, why don't going to 
the back door of a restaurant and washing dishes for 
food suggest itself to him? Two arguments are put 
up by down-and-outers for not saving—high cost of 
living and sickness. In many parts of the Old World, 
where a great many of St. Louls’ laboring class came 
from, the people eat meat very seldom and live on 
what is wasted from the table here. In other words, 
when times are good, people on smal! salaries could 
save more by eating less. as the process of stuffing 
is not needed for strength or health. <As for sick. 
ness, I know of no One who has lost more time and 
paid more doctor bills than myself, and I don’t think 
I shall ever have to turn thief to live.

\IBITION to become a jockey is so general among boys and 


young men these days, ancl 
my advice that I think this 


them all at once, so to speak, through the Evening World and Post- 
Dispatch. These letters, at least a majority of them, show such a 
complete ignorance of the game that the writers are so anxious to 
enter that it is onlv just that they be told in advance of the hardships 


and the difficulties attending the 
successful ride?. 


I know of nothing I could write that 
would giveia clearer idea of the way a 
vider is developed than an account of 
my own experiences. I knew absolute- 
ly nothing about horses for a long time. 
I was the worst rider in the world and 
afterwards, I can say without being 
charged with conceit, I enjoyed great 
success. 

In the first place, I want to say that 
the meteoric jockey who springs up like 
a mushroom is not iiable to retain his 
form. He gains success while he is 


very young, he makes a lot of money 
and his head “‘swells.’”” It is invaria- 
bly the case that he loses his nerve. 
He becomes afraid that he is going to 
get killed and that there will come a 
sudden end to the pleasant life he is 
leading. 

My elder brother, Cassius, got me 
into the racing business. Our home was 
in the romantic burg of Kokomo, Ind., 
and he got into the game through run- 
ning a mile or two down a railroad 
track after a ‘scrap’ with father. 
"Cash" was faster than father and 
when he stopped it was with a stable 
of horses. He sent for me and I joined 
him near Washington, Ind. 

The ‘‘stable’ belonged to Tracy and 
Levy of St. Louis and consisted of two 
horses, Biddy Bowling and Surprise. 
We arriv ed in St. Louis the next morn- 
ing and went into training quarters near 
Forest Park. My work consisted of 
leading a horse after each race around 
until he stopped sweating. This is a 
practice that is not followed much now 
in this country and not at all in Europe. 
I discovered later that instead of doing 
a horse any good it was a detriment to 
his speed. 

I was also taught the gentle art of 
rubbing horses’ legs and after walking 
them around until I could searcely stand 
I would spend an hour astride of his 
legs in a stall rubbing away until my 
head swam with weariness. 

[I did not seem to improve at all; in 
fact, I was so bad until] 1893 that it 
was a common by-word among trainers 
that if a man did not want his horse 
to win he needn't have him pulled—just 
get Sloan to ride him. 1 was a suffi- 
cient handicap. The papers made fun 
of me and when “By” Holly signed me 
at the Bay District track at San Fran- 
cisco one writer said that Holly must 
have engaged me_for style because of 
the “loud” clothes I used to wear in- 
stead of for any merit as a rider. 

In 1894 | was so disgusted that I de- 
cided to quit trying to ride and go on 
the stage. I had made all arrange- 
ments when a lawyer named Charley 
Hanlon, who had taken quite an inter- 
est in me, persuaded me to stick to 
riding. That was really the turning 
point in my career, and I owe my suc- 
cess to Hanlon and to George Rose, who 
took up and trained me in the way I 
should go. Under Rose’s advice I start- 
ed to studying horses and it is due to 
that study that I became successful.

NEW YORK, March 20.—The 
Says editorially today: 

“In his letter to William Dudley 
Foulke Feb. 7, President Roosevelt made 
a plausible reply to charges that he 
had sought to promote Secretary Taft's 
candidacy by the distribution of patron- 
age in New York, Ohlo and New Hamp- 
shire. But he did not meet the real ques- 
tion, 

“He did not, and he could not, deny 
the pernicious activity of Federal of- 
ficials in carrying out his personal pur- 
pose to control the Chicago convention. 

“The scandal is too flagrant. Not even 
Mr. Roosevelt has the audacity to deny 
the plain facts. 


Resorted to Violence. 

“At the Florida State Convention at 
St. Augustine Feb. 6, the Federal brig- 
ade, -being in the minority, resorted to 
violence and named four Taft delegates- 
at-large, three of them office holders 
and one the State National Committee- 
man. 

“In Kentucky, the postmasters of Pa- 
ducah and Lexington have been neglect- 
ing their duties in order to organize the 
State by districts for Taft. 

“In Missouri the county postmasters 
and even. the rural free delivery car- 
riers were drummed into service. 

“In this State Federal officials threw 
their influence to Kelsie In order to dis- 
credit Gov. Hughes. 

“The Republican Couhty Committee, a 
body of President Roosevelt's office hold- 
ers, captained by the President's friends 
and jolitical henchman, Representative 
Parsons, were foremost in fighting the 
Hughes movement until ordered by Sec- 
retary Taft personally to qult. 

Massachusetts Postmasters Busy. 

“In Massachusetts the postmasters 
have been set at work for Taft. All 
through the Southern states, where the 
Republican organization,is held togeth- 
er chiefly by patronage, a systematic 
campaign has been carried on to corral 
the Chicago delegations for Taft. 

‘In Texas, Representative Acheson of 
Pennsylvania produces the circulars to 
prove, Cecil A. Lyon, the National 
Committeeman, and President Roosc- 
velt’s acknowledged patronage referee, 
has been assessing. the postmasters five 
per cent of their salaries for campaign 
purposes. 

“The work of packing the Chicago 
convention, through the IT ederal ma- 
chine, has been pursued systematically. 
There has been nothing like it~ in 
American politics since Harrison's cam- 
paign for renominatidn in 1892. 

“The scandal is + al menacing to 
free government because a nomination 
by the Federal officeholders is equiva- 
lent to an election if the Democrats 
persist in the folly of making Mr. Bryan 
again their candidate.’’

Los Angeles Staff Is in Trouble and Dent Robert 


Fleeing Correspondent Captured at Sea.

LOS ANGELES, Cal... March 20— With 
two staff reporters. and the San Diego 
correspondent just out of Jail under $3000 
bail, the city editor absent from his 
desk for two days and Dent Robert 
(formerly of St. Louis), W. R. Hearst's 
personal representative on the coast, in 
charge of the emergency situation, the 
office of the Los Angeles Examiner is in 
a turmoil, 

When a San Diego delegation, and a 
rival newspaper’s reporters, returned 
from a visit to the American fleet at 
Magdalena Bay, the Examiner discov- 


ered it had no photographs of the ships 
and the rival had. Reporters were sent 
to San Diego with instructions to get 
the pictures or not return to the office. 


William Beard, in charge of the squad, 


tried in vain to buy or borrow pictures 
or copies from Photographer Fitch, who 
had orders not to let any of them get 
away. That night Fitch’s gallery was 
entered by burglars and the photographs 
stolen. 

‘he pictures were published in the Ex- 
aminer later. Beard, the reporter, was 
arrested and the prosecutor promised 
him immunity from punishment if he

As a result another reporter, W. R. 
Heustis of the Examirer. was arrested 
and taken to San Diego, Hayden Talbot. 
San Diego correspondent, got a warning 
and started for Mexico. He chartered a 
pilot boat and was two and three-quar- 
ters miles from land and just preparing 
to board the ship Culgoa for Magdalena 
when he was overhauled. He was taken 
to San Diego Jail in the black Maria. 

He was arraigned with Beard and 
Heustis, and held in $3000 ball for a pre- 
liminary hearing on April 2. He admits 
that he was trying to leave the country, 
but denies that he had promised the 
District Attorney to appear in court to- 
day. Talbot had to climb down a fire 
escape to reach his pilot boat unob- 
served, but the District Attorney got the 
news quickly and procured a faster 
steamer.

One report. had 
him at San Diego and another nursing 
a sick baby at home. Both were false.

‘Other Roads Are Expected to 
Follow the Lead of the 
Wabash. 








Negotiations pending between the 
Municipal Bridge and Terminal Com- 
rission and the executive officials of 
the Eastern railroads are expected t 
result in the complete abolition of the 
iiidge arbitrary on grain and grain 
products.

lead of the Wabash. 
To Remove Arbitraries. 

The Municipal Bridge and Terminals 
Commission, at &@ meeting In Mayor 
Wells’ office Thursday afternoon, dis- 
cussed the negotiations that are now 
in progress. Albert T. Perkins the 
expert adviser of the Commilasion, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Priday that 
a meeting of executive offieiais of the 
rullroads and members of the GCommis- 
sion will be held within the tegt twa 
weeks, when it is expected that Slane 
will be completed fer removing the grain 
arbitraries entirely. 

Four railroads have already abolished 
the arbtfrary in the proportional fate 
in grain shipped from St. Louls to Cen. 
tral Freight Asseciation territory. These 
toads are the Wabash, the Tolede, St. 
iouis & Western, the Chicago & Alfon 
and the Chicago, Peorla & St. Louis. 

The transfer charges, known as the 
bridge arbitrary, are 1 cent a hundred 
pounds on grain and export flour and 
l4g cents a hundred pounds on grain’ 
products. It is these charges against 
which the grain merchants complain. ~~ 

Corporation Wants River Frent. 

The Municipal Bridge and Terminals 
Commission is preparing to have intre- 
duced early in the next session of the 
Municipal Assembly ordinances grant- 
ing the Terminal Association the fran- 
chises needed to carry out the improve- 
ments and extensions recommended ty 
the Commission. One of these will te 
what is known as the wharf bill, pro- 
posing to lease the Terminal Associas 
tion’a big strip of ground along - the 
wharf north of Eads Bridge.

Union Company Likely to Be 
Required to Prove Readi- 
ness to Serve.

NO VALUE 





Consumers Write They Must 
Pay for Something They 
Do Not Get. 





The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., which bases its new scale of charges 
on its “readiness to serve’ its custom- 
ers, may be required to prove in defense 
of this plan that it is ready to serve 
all its customers to their full capacity. 
Inquiry by a municipal commission 
would, it is believed, raise this question. 


A bill establishing such a commission is 
now in the hands of a joint committee 
of the Municipal Assembly. 

Engineers familiar with the Union 
company’s equipment say that it is no 
more ready to serve all its customers at 
once than it was when it used to base 
its charges on the amount of current 
actually consumed. e 

A liberal estimate of the company’s 
capacity, these engineers say, is that it 
could serve three-fourths of the total 
installation on its lines at one time. 

Could Swamp Company. 

If every customer should turn on all 
his lights and power connections at one 
‘time, the company would Be hopelessly 
swamped. 

This condition, some engineers hold, 
should be a barrier to a “readiness to 
gerve’’ claim, as a basis for charges. 
‘Other engineers uphold the comp&ny’s 
position on the ground that it is ready 
to serve as great a demand as experi- 
ence has shown it is likely to have. 

How the “readiness to serve’’ plan af- 
fects some consumers of electric light 
current is shown in a.letter to the Post- 
Dispatch from a West End photogra- 


| pher, who writes: 


‘T use electric lightfor sittings in 
dark weather, also-for printing when oc- 
casion requires. This last winter, busi- 
ness being dull, I have made no sittings 
with the lamp, have done very little 
printing, but they were ‘ready to serve’ 
me, for which accommodation I had to 
pay them $6 per month. 

No Value Received. 

‘In the 18 months I have used the 
lamp, I have paid no less than $75 for 
absolutely no value received. 

“They were put to no expense what: 
ever, as I bought the lamp and paid 
for the wiring. I keep the lamp in 
order at my own expenée.”’ 

A woman, proprietor of a small store 
in the Union Station neighborhood, 
writes: 

“I was formerly a customer of the 
Laclede Power Co., and when I went to 
sign a contract with the Union, 1 
found I must agree to pay so much, 
whether I use that much worth or not, 
and, if I use more, to pay whatever it 
comes to. 

“It cost me a lot to wire my place for 
the Laclede, and now, after I have 
signed a contract and put up my de- 
posit and the place is all wired, they 
come dnd tell me I must change all 
the wiring inside, and also pay them 
$3 to put in a meter loop. 

“They have been furnishing the light 
and power for the place with the same 
wiring since the Laclede Co. turned it 
over to them. 

“Their only excuse is that the city 
is making them put the wires under- 
ground, and for that reason I must 
change all my inside wiring and pay 
for it myself, and pay -them $8 for 
meter loop. They tell me, as each con- 
tract runs out, all their patrons must 
do the same thing.” 

The writers of these letters signed 
their names, but asked that they be not 
published.
